First, end mare likely, if refugee 
flood emttnues, B»t Qexnim regime night take measures desired to control 
it, Bifiy eotdd do this either by -A gbtraiog controls over travel from Soviet 
Zone to East Berlin or by severely restricting travel from East to West Berlin. 
Second, situation In zme could deteriorate suff ielently to lead to serious 
disorders. 

3. We believe Soviets watching situation even mare closely than we, sines 
they are sitting on top volcano. For monsnt at laast, Soviet p<iHcy is to 
tolerate loss of sefugoos, while pcresslng toward decision on Berlin. Conttnnad 
refugee flood could, however, Up balance toward restrictive measures. If 
Khrushchev lucerne eeriously c<»ceraod situation Bust Oezsnany, he could either 
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call Tor showdown en 3erLi.:i or c l-'cluu pn:<nurc in order j>vo rogL"io tino got economic 
house In ovdor.
